This difference was 
due to the failure of his great gelding, Roainer. Lacking nothing of his well-established ability to carry 
liigh weight and stay far. his racing seemed to prove that, in some small measure, la? had lost the 
electric burst of sf>eed that had so often brought him victory in former years. Only one vi<*tory in thir- 
teen starts does not read much like Roamer. yet, thait is his record in this year’s racing. Withal that, 
he was six times second in Imrd- fought finishes, carries with it the implication that he was also un- 
lucky. Next year’s racing probably will reveal that lie is due for relief from his long lield iwsition as 
top weight in the Jiigh handicaps. A bit of luck fell to the stable when Ticket won the Tremont Stakes 
at the Aqueduct meeting, and later on the Wakefield Handicap at Empire (Mtv. Hourless was one of 
those he tauit in the Tremont. In the fall racing he was n<»t less than twenty {munds worse than Hour- 
less. Still, he is a useful colt and may do well in the racing of 1917. The stable’s record for this 
year is:

Only five horses raced in II. C. Ilallenbeck’s colors this year, but one of them was a host in himself. 
This was The Finn. un<|uestionably the b**st four-year-old colt of the year. His initial success <'ame 
when he won the Metropolitan Handicap May 2.5. and ran its mile in 1:38 with 120 pounds up. Then 
something befell him and he trained off so badly that for quite a time lie was really of little account 
in racing. But at Saratoga. August 12. he demonstrated returning health and form, when he defeated 
Stromlwli, Pennant and Short t;rass in the ('hampluin Handicap. In the autumn racing he was almost 
invincible, winning five of his last seven raees and being {daced in the other two. Perhaps his liest 
]>erforinance was in the Havre de (irace Handicap at a mile and an eighth, when he ran the distance in 
l:52Mi over a slow track with 129 pounds up, defeating Spur. Borrow. Stromboli. Roamer, Bayberry 
(’andle. Short (Irass and Daddy’s Choice. Of the other Hallenb<‘ck horses. Blue Thistle was quite a good 
winner, but My Donnie, Harry Junior and Meadowortli were failures. The record of the stable was:

STEAMER MANCHURIA BRINGS BIG CONSIGN- 
MENT OF THOROUGHBREDS TO NEW YORK. 



Best Breeding of England and France Represented 
in This Latest Accession to Our Racing 
and Breeding Resources. 



New York, XoveinlHT 14. — After a long and un- 
usually temiiestuoiis voyage, the Atlantic transport 
liner Manchuria docked here Sunday. She bnuight 
over seventy horses, but only a isirtion of these were 
tlH»roughbreds. 

Tlmmas Welsh was a passenger, ami he brought 
«iver nineteen yearling thoroughbreds for J. E. 
Wideiier, In addition there were nineteen thorough- 
breils for Grant Hugh Browne, a valuable sliipnient 
seat to A. B. Hancock, including both briKidmares 
and weanlings, and not a few shipments of single 
animals for various consignees. 

Of seven yearlings shipped over from John San- 
ford’s French bree<ling farm, five are by Voter, one 
by Macdonald II. and one by Comlvourg, There are 
four <*olts and three fillies in the Sandford shipment, 
and, although the Manchuria encountered heavy 
weather while coming over, they all shipi»ed well. 
Mr. Burch was more than satisfied with the app<‘ar- 
;ince pn*s4‘iited by these youngst«‘rs on their arrival, 
and expressed the opinion they were the best j*et 
sent over to Mr. Sanford. 

One of the most taking in appearance among the 
Sanford yearlings is the <‘hestiiut colt Paritzan, by 
Voter — Genny. This is a racy-hM»king colt, of good 
size, range and substance, showing much quality iu 
general outline, with plenty of i>oue and goiwl mus- 
cular development. Aiioth«*r g<M>d one is the cliest- 
iiut colt Xomiiiee, by Voter — I.iOve Apple, ji daugliter 
of riuu'tuminda and On<* 1 Ix»ve. ('andidate is a 
fiiKS big bay colt b.v V<»ter — I’adone II,, and lie 
gives promise of iMong an earl.v comer next spring. 
Pinafore is a well-turned chestnut colt by Voter — 
I.ight ()|M*ra. Of the fillies, Heather Belle, a ba.v 
filly by Macdonald II. — I.;i Tosca II., daugliter of 
Laureate and La Tosca, i*y St. Blaise, is an espe- 
cially good-looking filly and, without doubt, one of 
the iK*st in tlie shipment, regardless of sex. She is 
;i large and rangy filly. Cola is a fair-sized imy 
filly of exceptionally high finish and might lx* 
classed as the lieauty of the seven. She is royally 
br«*d. I>eing b.v Coiubourg -I^ealia. Discontent is a 
g(K)d-looking and well-named fill^'. She is by Voter 
• — Oppression. 

The yearlings in J. E. Widener’s shipment are. 
without doubt, an extremely valuable band, as 
among them are the bigh-i>riced youngsters which 
were bought of the famous French turfman. Ed- 
mond Blanc, while one in the collection is a filly for 
which Mr. Widener paid $12,000 or thereabouts. Be- 
sides these, there an* said to lx* some remarkaiily 
good youngsters of Mr. Widener’s own breeding 
among them, (hi Ixiard the ship is a grand-looking 
two-year-old colt by Ajax, said to be the property 
of Thomas Hitchcock. 

(''uptain A. B, Hancock has two broodmares aiul 
three weanlings on board the Manchuria. One year- 
ling came over for H. T, Oxnard, and a chestnut 
two-year-old colt for Mr. Cliipchase. sent over by 
Mr, Eaton of (’ambridge, was another of the Man- 
<huria’s e<|uine passengers. Mr. Montgonier.v of 
I’hiladelphia had no less tiian eight hunters from 
Ireland, and in his shipment was the good-looking 
race horse Mellifont, b. h, 6, hy St. Brendan — 
^ Meldbre. 

NO MUTUELS IN ENGLAND AT PRESENT. 



Full Official Report of Action in the Matter by 
the Jockey Club. 



From time to time this year, reports have been 
published that strong influence was being sought 
to lx*ar in England, for tlie use of the pari-mutuels 
ns its lx*tting system, in connection with rui'ing 
there. Possibly after tlie war is over, the over- 
powering nei-essit.v of utilizing every means of pro- 
dut'ing revenue may lead to their use. But for the 
present, at least, the matter lias lx‘en disposed of 
adversely. The Racing (’aleiidar of October 26 
gives the following official statement of the 
n-.atter: 

A meeting of the Jockey Club was liebl at New- 
market on Wednesday in the Second Octolx*r week 
4()ct. 18). There were present: — Lord Jersey, Sir 
Jolin Tliursby, Mr. Arthur James (Stewards), Sir 
W. Russ, I»rd Harewixid. Sir R. W. B. Jardine, 
rapt, Laiug, Lord lamsdale. Sir Ernest Paget, 
Ixjrd Wolverton. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read 
and confirmed. 

laird Jersey said there was no business before 
the Club except to consider the Pari-Mutuel Peti- 
tion referred to in the minutes. He tliought the 
most <*onveuient M*ay would be for him to read to 
tlie club the covering letter which accompanied 
the petition, and then to ask the secretary to 
read the petition itself. As these were addressed 
to the Stewards and memliers of the Club, the 
Stewards felt they ought to ask the Club to ap- 
jirove any reply which might be sent. 

laird Jersey then rt*ad the covering letter, which 
[ was as follows:

Gentlemen — 

We have the honor, on behalf of the signatories, 
to bring to your notice, and to respectfully request 
consideration of the same, the accompanying copy 
of a petition of breeders, owners and trainers in 
England and Ireland in favor of the introduction on 
race courses under your jurisdiction of the pari- 
mutuel system of betting. 

Reasons for the drawing up of the petition wdll 
be found duly set out. To them may we be al- 
lowed to add a few words of further explanation. 
AV’e should not have ventured to trouble the Jockey 
Club with a matter of far-reaching importance, 
which must necessarily in the first instance be the 
<-oucern of the state authorities, were it not that 
we desire, in the first Instance, to enlist the sym- 
)iathic co-operation of the administrators of the 
Rritish turf. We ask for the pari-mutuel on three 
^inaiu grounds — that its introduction will provide 
^revenue for assisting breeders and owners in the 
form of added money and premiums, for assisting 
state light horse breeding, and that it will assist in 
raising the moral tone of racing. 

In seeking signatures to the original petition 
im' found the greatest enthusiasm and support in 
tfator of the principle among those having any 
»>tak.e in the breeding, owning and training of the 
tijoroughbred. Refusals to sign were the very rare 
e-jeeption, and we therefore submit that there is 
ill ,^xistence a very strong widespread and weighty 
opinion in favor of the pari-mutuel for this coun- 
try. We trust the members of the Jockey Club 
will re<*ogDi*e the existence of this opinion, as re- 
flected by the representative signatures, by giving 
a sympathetic reception to the petition. 

We may further add that we have been induced 
to proceed with this petition at a time when the 
.nation is in the throes of war by the knowcldge 
.that there exists at the war ofllce a hope that 
. H«clng as in France may be utilized in the future 
aaaiating in raising national horse breeding 



from its present alarmingly serious state. The 
war office views the deplerioii in the horse supply 
of the Rritish Isles witli grave concern, as shown 
by Lord Kitchener’s letter on the subject to the 
b<iard of agriculture wlien T^ird Middleton’s com- 
mittee on National Light Horse Breeding was ap- 
ixiinted. 

We maintain also that revenue from tlie pari- 
niiituel would go far towards reducing the con- 
stantly growing burdens on those wlio, as owners 
and breeders are mainstays of racing. 

May we lay stress on tlie fact that the peti- 
tioners have no wish to emlmrrass the Jockey Club 
by their action. Their sole object is to make known 
to the stewards and members the strong feeling 
which actually and really exists; and, should tlie 
time arise for the pari-mmiiel to come into the 
ri gion of practical iKilities, or should the Jockey 
Club seek the assistance of the State in its favor, 
the fact will be on record that the vast bulk of 
considered opinion and invested capital is behind 
the suggested reform. 

The petition with the original signatures was, 
>ve regret to say, stolen from Mr. E, Kennedy in 
Ireland, but a faitliful record of the signatories 
was kept and they have been attached. 

We beg to thank the stewards for accepting the 
petition, and trust tlu-y and the members of tlie 
Joi'key Club will give it that eons idem tioii which, 
we resix?ctfully suggest, its imixirtaiice demands.

The secretary read a copy of the pari-mntuel pe- 
tition of breeders, owners and trainers to the stew- 
ards and meinlx*rs of the Jockey Club. (Memoran- 
dum. The original jietition Avas lost at The Cur- 
ragli, Ireland, Avlien in custody of M. E. Kennedy, 
but a careful record of the names was kept and is< 
vouched for.) 

To the stewards and members of the Joc*key Club: 

Those who have attaidied their signatures t<i this 
petition are, it is claimed, representative in every 
sense, apart from members of the Jockey Club of 
the general Ixidy of breeders, owners and trainers 
of the tlioroiiglibred ; and they have done so in 
tlie belief tliat tlie stewards and memliers of the 
Jockey Club will accept the fact as evidence of 
a widespread, influential and pronounced fe<*ling in 
favor of the introiliietion to English race courses of 
the pari-mutuel system of betting. 

Recognition of the principle and its practical 
adoption are urged on the following main grounds: 

(a) That revenue accruing from approved deduc- 
tions on the gross volume of betting would enable 
stakes to be increased and substantial prizes for 
breeders to be established. 

(b) That part of such revenue would also be 
available for the State for stimulating that de- 
clining light horse bi-eeding with which the thor- 
oughbred is inseparably associated. 

(c) That the principle in operation could not 
fail to have healthy and moral benefit for horse 
racing. 

The signatories believe that the time is singu- 
larly opiiortune for bringing this question to the 
notice of the Jockey Club; and, while recognizing 
that it is one which must pass outside the mere 
limits of the breeding and racing world, they never- 
theless suggest, with the utmost respect, that its 
national importance more than justifies its careful 
and t*lose consideration. They furthermore believe 
that an expression of approval, emanating from the 
governing body of the English Turf would be sym- 
pathetically received by the State authorities, and 
would certainly facilitate to a large degree the 
acceptance by the State of the principle of the 
pari-mutuel. In this confident belief, therefore, 
and in the hope that the stewards and members 
of the Jockey Club will give to the subject the 
consideration which its importance Justifies, the 
signatories to this petition have api>ended their 
names: — 

(Here follows a list of names.) 

Lord Jersey, continuing, said that of the signa- 
tories to the petition, about -a hundred raced in 
England and about twenty-five in Ireland; it was 
therefore undoubtedly a very comprehensive list. 
He did not, however, propose to ask the club in 
any way to discuss that evening the merits of the 
pari-mutuel system of betting. The stewards had 
given the matter very careful consideration, and 
they were strongly of opinion that, with due re- 
spect for what was suggested in the petition, the 
time was certainly not opportune for such a dis- 
cussion. It was evident that the signatories them-

CHANGES IN HOPEFUL STAKES CONDITIONS. 



Baltimore. Md., Novenilier 14, — .Since tlie receipt 
of the entry blanks for the tAvo-year-old stakes 
at Belmont Park and Saratoga in 1917, horsemen 
JiuA’o coinincnted on the cliange in conditions gov- 
erning the Hopeful Stakes to lx* run at Saratoga, 
and Avhich has a guaranteed value of $25. (KM). 

The main change tliat has been made in condi- 
tions for the Hopeful is that there Avill lx* no 
AA’oight alloAA'ance for maidens in next year’s race. 
Also, there are otlier slight changes. 

Whereas this year’s conditions provided that Avin- 
ners of tAV'o races of the value of .$1,750 each, 
or one worth $2,500 should carry three pounds 
extra, next year’s conditions puts the penalty on 
Avinners of tAvo races Avorth $2,000 each or one of 
$3,000. and like changes liaA'c been for the ix'nai- 
ties for Avinners of still larger purses prior to the 
running of the Hopeful. 

In the running of the Hopeful lieretofore, maidens 
have been alloAA’od fifteen pounds, but the only al- 
low.inces now provided for are for non-AAinners of 
$2,500, Avliicli AA'ill be alloAved three pounds, with 
a seA’eii-pound alloAvance for non-Avinuers of $1,000. 

The change doing uAA'ay Avith the big maiden al- 
lowance should be looked uixiii most favorably by 
all other than possibly some one or two trainers, 
who may like to keep a star two-year-old under 
cover for the sole purpose of getting off the fif- 
teen pounds of weight in this rich and important 
event, and thereby having just that much the best 
of it OA'er those who had been running to their best 
form and Avinuing races.

YEARLINGS OF THE WILSON STRING. 



NeAv York, November 14.— Trainer Tliom.as J. 
Healey aa'us a recent visitor at Belmont Park and 
with Ills employer, R. T. WiLson, saw eight of his 
nine yearlings, Avliich have been in charge of fore- 
man DAvyer. work easy (piarters through the long 
stretch of the big track. Indeed, nothing more 
than easy w-ork bj- these youngsters was practicable, 
as they liaA-e been coughing slightly 'and Avere unfit 
for real trials. They are getting rid of their 
coughs now, and it is hoped that in another w-eek 
or ten days they w-ill be ready to be given some- 
thing in the nature of early trials. 

The one j-earling in the band which was not 
worked Avas the chestnut brother to Hanobala, by 
Olambala — Mexoanu. This colt, which is one of the 
largest and best looking of all, is just recovering 
from a severe cough w-hich at first was attended 
with some fever, and he has not been fit to be 
worked w-itb his stable and paddock companions, 
but now is coining around, though lie is far from 
being as forward as the others in the mutters of 
education and light training. 

Among the other 3 'earliiigs, the chestnut brother 
to Campfire, by Olambala — Nightfall, appears to 
haA-e shown the most marked improvement of all. 
Not only has he groAvn and broadened out, but he 
has the appearance of a fully -developed race horse 
and a grand -looking one at that. He greatly re- 
sembles bis distinguished brother and seems even a 
better looking colt than Campfire w-as at his age. 
Campfire has gone on improving since the close of 
the metropolitan season, and now he is in all re- 
spects a splendid -looking race horse. 

A recent purchase, which Mr. Wilson made or 
J. E. Madden, arrived at Belmont Park. This is a 
bright chestnut yearling colt, by Star Shoot, out 
of that good race mare, Mamie Worth, by St. 
George — Ethel Thomas, by Himyar. This colt is a 
bright chestnut with a rather wide blaze ami four 
white feet, including a white stocking on the near 
side behind. He stands about 15 hands high and 
has more than ordinary length for his height, com- 
bined with considerably more substance than gener- 
ally characterizes the Star Shoots of his age. He 
has splendid racing outlines and he looks as if he 
will make a good ra(;e horse and a stayer.

Mr. Browne, while in Windsor, sohl 
his two-year-old liome-brtsl filly, Tipperary, by 
King Cobalt, to P. M. Civill. The sale was made 
just after the filly had nm a g<M»d seeond. 

In common with all wlio have eome back from the 
Devonshire meetings, trainer McDaniel is enthusi- 
astic about this latest addition to the Canadi.in 
tracks. He says tlie constnietion of the traek and 
its soil are simply ideal, and he has no liesit.ition 
in i»rononneing it the finest r.ice track in Canada. 
It is intended to build a elmte for mile races next 
spring, so that the liorws will have a straight half- 
mile to run from the barrier, and then finish the 
mile with only one turn. 



ENGLAND’S MOST POPULAR HANDICAPS. 



Striking Occurences Studding the History of the 
World-Famous Cesarewitch. 



(Second Installment. ) 

Six-year-olds have carried off the handicap on 
two (Mcasions— The f’ur in isi.s, ;,nd Mrs. Taft ia 
18 .j 1 — but several otluT horses of that ;ige have 
lH‘cn placed for it. Five-j-e.ir-olds liave pl.tved 
a stronger part, ami the example set by Crniskeen, 
which won the race iimler 90 pounds on its in.iug- 
oration in ls;i9. was follov.ed by others of liettor 
<*lass in that particular time of tlieir <*areer. Among 
them was Audrey, which carried 117 pounds in 1861. 
She was the proiierty of r. W- Bevill — who 

though now not connected with racing affairs, 
was at that time of day a proniimait figure on 
the turf — and liad shown fair form that year. Her 
weight was by no means prohibitive, but she was 
nevertheless allowed to start at UK) to 1, the long- 
e.st price at wlii<*li the Cesarewiti h has been won. 
Jester, as a five-year-old, won for Mr. R. C. 
.Naylor in 1S7S. H<? Imd not e.arneil a bracket the 

previous season, and was cl.aimed out of a selling 
race at the <-lose of it. Though he showed some 
form as a three-ye:ir-old. he had declined in the 
estimation of the handicappers, and was let off 
with 94 iM)unds in the Cesarewitch, which, stirting 
at 20 to 1, he carried past the post five lengths 
in front of a couple of four-year-olds. He after- 
wards tried his luck in the (’anibridgeshire, where 
a fourteen i>ound penalty gave him 109 i>ounds, but 
was up against a high-class band there and fin- 
ished unplaced, as well he might with sucli a horse 
as Isonomy in the field, and that son of Sterling 
won easily. In striking contrast to the perform- 
ance of Jester was tliat in 1890 of Sheen. Race- 
goers will nmieniber what a good horse he was. 
Though he failed to score as u juvenile, lie did 
many great things afterwards, ami as a three- 
year-old had a brilliant career, while at four years 
he won the Jockey Club Cup over the C'esarewitoh 
Course. At five, prior to his victory in the Ces- 
arewitcli, he accounted for a valuahle stake in an 
event with no more distinctive title than a Han- 
dicap over the Suffolk Stakes Course at New- 
market. in which he carried 120 pounds with a 
band of useful liorses behind him. In the big race 
of the Seeond October fleeting he had to shoulder 
128 pounds, and. as became a son of the staving 
Hampton, won by a couple of lengths, beating the 
higlUy fancied French candidate. Alicante, a three - 
year-old to which he was presenting no less than 
twenty -five pounds, and as the foreign colt sub- 
sequently readily won the Cambridgeshire, he re- 
flected further credit uiwn Sheen’s p«‘rforinance. 
Many gmid judges thought the task set him in the 
I’esarewiteh a prohibitive one. but not a f(?w 
backers pinned their fortunes to a goo<i horse, and 
backed him at the profitable jiriee of 1(X) to 3. 

A couple of years after SImhmi’s smeess another 
five-year-old won, Init carried a v.istly «lifTen*nt 
weight from that of rrim;e SolykofT’s representii- 
tive. This was Burnaby, which did a ran* goo<i 

turn for Hobbs’ sLilde at L;tinhoiirn, and so 
general was the “tip” and the knowledge of wliat 
he hud done at home, that it was s:iid that “all 
Berkshin»” was on him. He was ba«*ked down 

to favoritism at 7 to 1, but. though that was liis 
nominal starting price, all the layers w«*re 

practically “full’ about him, and nothing could be 
got on at that figure. He won easily though 

with only ninety -five iMuinds in the sudilh*, and 
it was rather a case of a “good thing” tlian a 
goo<l horse*. His career had been anything but 
distinguished, but as he won in a canter over a 
mile as a two-year-old he gave indications of the 
gift of staying, and Mr. E. Hobson very shrewdly 
gave 430 guineas for him. The race was the Thurs- 
day Selling Plate at Manchester, but subsequent 
running as a juvenile brought no success, and a 
victory as a three -year-old and one at four years 
represented the other brackets he gained prior to 
the Cesarewitch. 

A memorable race was that won by Merman in 
1897. The Australian-bred son of Grand Flaneur 
and Seaweed was privately purchased by the 
•Special Commissioner.” on behalf of I.Jidy de 
Bathe (who then raced as “3Ir. Jersey”) after 
lie had won the Williamstown Cup “down under,” 
the breeding of the colt and his particular sound- 
ness and stamina appealing powerfully to the 
buyer, and as marking him likely to do well in 
handicaps in this country. That anticipation was 
quite fulfilled, and though his performances prior 
to the Cesarewitch did not speak specially highly 
for him. he gradually became acclimatised, and 
did some big things for his new owner. In the 
August before the great race of the Second October 
week he won the Lewes Handicap over a mile and 



a lialf. but as ho only had 97 pounds up there 
was nothing much in it. thmqfli it demonstrated 
he possessed tlie gift of staying with which he 
was cn*dited. On liis arrival here he was placed 
under the charge of F. Webb at Newmarket, and 
no trainer could have turned out a horse fitter for 
his task than was Merman on the Cesarewitch 
day. He proved worthy of his preparation, and 
at the finish of the race gave an exhibition of 
bulldog courage tliat has never been surijassed. 
It is curious to note tliat the battle was fought 
out by three five-year-olds, of which The Rush 115 
pounds was b«*aten a neck, with (’arlton Grange 
114 pounds fourlengths away third. The pair 

were giving Merman twelve pounds and eleven 
pounds resiiectively, so. that on the face of it. 
ihe victory of Mr. Jersey’s representative did 
not shine particularly bright. But the merit lay 
in his indomitable pluck. Probably no horse was 
ever sounder on his legs than Merman — bars of 
steel they were well tenned — and they carried 
him through a long career of training and to sev- 
eral subsequent triumplis. After the Cesarewitch 
lie won a Ij<*ng- distance Plate at Hurst Park, and 
tlie following season accounted for the Jockey 
Club Cup over the Cesarewitch course, tliis time 
disiHtsing of his old opixineiit, Tlie Rush, by four 
lengths at even weights. In 1899, still maintain - 
iiig his reputation as a stayer, he accounted for 
the Gix)dwood Plate (two miles), carrying 126 
pounds, and came out the next day and won the 
(bHHlwocd Cup over two miles and a half. He was 
not stopped by 131 pounds in the Birmingham 
Handicap over a mile and a half, but failed to 
earn brackets in his three remaining essa.vs that 
season. Merman’s only- other appearance in public 
was in the Ascot <Iold Cup (about two miles and 
a luilf) in 1900, when easily bowled over the odds 
of 4 to 1 on the French colt, Perth II.. which was 
relegated into fourth place. The Waler was then 
retired to the stnd, but in his new sphere lie 
sired no winners of mucli distinction, and it came 
as something of an anti-climax to a brilliant 
<*areer wJicu lie was sent to tiermany to cover 
half-breds. 

Black Sand (1902), Hamniorkop (190.5), and 
Mintagon (IJMHl) ;ire the other five-year-old win- 
ners of tlie C»*sar**wit«*h. The first-named, whirl: 
had some fair form and showed he eoubl stay on 
more than om* occasion, won under 114 immiiuIs, but 
befon* the race had <*aused some eoneeru to liis 
luiekers by lM*ing be;it(*n out of a pbuv for the 
Prix due ('onseil Municipal at Paris. That form 
was proved to )>e wrong at Newmarket, liowever. 
and a three -length victory was gaim‘d readily. 
He aftorward.s was beaten in liollow style for the 
Coombe Autumn Plate at Sandowii. but redeerneil 
his char;n*ter again when lie upset tlie odds laid 
on William the Third for the Jmkey Club Cup 
over the Cesarewitch course. llamnierkop \vas a 
mare of ginxl class, and in addition to having a 
good jnvcnilo record, ran second to Our Lassie 
for the Oaks -in which her defe:it came as a 
disappointment to hor party — and won the York 
shire Oaks at York. .Vs :i four -year -old she ae- 
eounted for the Gre:it Yorksliire Ilandieap at 
Doncaster and the King’s Plate at Derby. Both 
tliese races were <»ver a distance of ground, and 
when at five years she won the Alexandra I’late 
at Ascot, there was plenty of warrant for expect- 
ing her to do well in the Cesarewiti'li. For tliat 
she was handicapped at 121 inmnds. ami om*e mon 
provi'd herst'lf a true stayer by giving twent.v-six 
pounds and a length and a h.ilf beating to the 
six -year-old Merry Andrew, whieli was well b:ieked. 
Mintagon will always bo remembered as doing ;i 
rare good turn to I’Aiison and the Malton staliles 
generally. He had only won one race previously 
— the (ireat West Riding Handicap at Pontefraet 
the iirevious July — but 1’ Anson discovered he had 
something useful in the son of .Martagon and Mimi, 
and he was liaeked accordingl.v, not a few of tin* 
geii(*ral public following the stable lead. He won 
in a canter by a half dozen lengths in a fii*ld that 
included llamm<*rkop, which was eiidi*avoring to 
repeat her iirevious season’s sticeess with 128 pounds 
in tlio saddle and was unplaced. 

Witl.otit going too far back in the records, refer- 
ence may 1m* made to some of the four- year-olds 
that have b<*en successful in the big handicaps. 
Lioness, in 18r»;L was one, and she won with the 
liglit imiMist of 92 iMUiiids, supplying at the same 
time one of the few instances of a horse winning 
the (’• sarcwitili that had not earned bra«*kets 
previously. Itelonging to Mr. .1. Merry, whose 
“yellow. Idack cap” was at one time among the 
best known of ra<*ing «*«dors. she did not run :is a 
two-year-old. and her only appearance at three 
years was in the Yorkshire 0,*iks, for which she 
was uiiplai-ed. As a four-ycar-old Ii«*r only essay 
lM*fore tin* ('esanwitcli w;is in a little race at 
Reading in August, for wliii*li she was l.ist of three 
runners. Nevertheless, the filly was one of tin* 
lM*st-l»aeked horses that ever won the race, and 
started favorite at .5 to 2. She won by three- 
quarters of a leiigtii. :iinl not a few uneomplinien- 
tary eomnu*nts were maile uimui her Reading outing. 
Ila<l Lioness Avon the <’(*sarewitch in tliese <l;iys 
thosi* connected with her would probaldy liave lia<l 
to face an inquiry by the turf .-lutliorities. As 
sln»wing wliat a “goo<l thing” the filly was for tin* 
Newmarket event, she .<1 week afterwards won the 
Koxbiirglie Hainlieap at Kelso, c.irryiiig 119 pounds. 
Tin* following year a still more lightly weighted 
fonr-.vear-old won in Tlialestris. wliicli onl.v carried 
8i; pounds. Sin* was claimed after wiiiiiiiig a little 
selling race as a t wo-year-old--ln*r only appearain*e 
at that age— and under I.«onl (’oventry’.s lolors ran 
without sm*<*«*ss three times the following season, 
and tln*ii as a four-year-old ran third, though carry- 
ing but 8S pounds for tin* GfKMlwood Stakes. She 
lM*ttered this with a win in the Triennial Produce 
Stakes ;it tin* Newmarket First Oetol>er meeting, 
which sin* took by three lengths. Goiisidering she 
had shown that she knew how to stay at Gooilwood, 
it seemed light treatment to get into the (’esare- 
witch with 86 pounds, ami it was largely owing to 
the riding <if James Grimshaw. then a prominent 
lightweiglit, tli:it slie got home by ti head from 
Gratitude, aiiotlier four-year-oM, with the “feather” 
of 84 pounds. It was a lieavy betting race, and 
Gratitude started favorite jit 3 to 1. with Tlialestris 
at “sevens,” tin* pair being seiiarated in the quota- 
tions at 4 to 1 by 3IaiI Train, a VVoodyates candi- 
date (tin 11 a three-year-old) that Avas destined to 
be a “Imgcy” for many subsequent handicaps. 
Though tln*re Avas nothing to boast alKUit in Avin- 
iiiiig with 86 |M>unds, the vi<*tory Avas impiilar. but 
Tlialestris might aa’cII have Ik*(*ii tlnmght capable of 
better things, seeing that she Avas by Kingston from 
tlie great mare Virago, Avliose deeds stand out so 
promimntly in turf annals. Cardinal York. Avhieh 
took the race in INTO, Avas a son of Newniinster and 
License that had aa'oii as a two and a three -year-old. 
and whose only api>earance at four years prior to 
the CesareAviteli Avas in the Cheshire Stakes in 3Iay, 
for Avhich lie Avas unplaced with 124 iKunids. He 
Av:is in at NeAvimirket Avith 106 iwuiids. but though 
he Avas regarded generally as imsse.ssiiig a fair 
<*hanee. man.v AAere prejudiced against it on the 
ground that Wadlow, avIio trained -him at Stanton, 
had not a course long enough on Avliich to proiierly 
prepare a liors<* for the CesareAviteh. That he Avas 
not handicapped in that respect Avas shown by his 
representatiA'e Aviuning by a half-dozen lengths, 
Avith 20 to I against him at the start, and his con- 
neetions netteil a good stake. King Liid, which 
scored Avith three iMiunds less in 1873, easily brought 
off a l.(M)0 to 45 ehanee in a field of tliirty-foiir, 
and tliougli the judge’s verdict was only two lengths, 
so ctmfident Avas Brnckshaw. his jockey, that, taking 
the lead soon after the start, he turned in the 
saddle and wished his rivals “good-b.ve.” On the 
strength of his success he avus well-backed to win 
the Cambriilgeshire under 107 iMuinds. but though 
he looked at one time like Avinning, had to put up 
with fourth place, the race going to the “French- 
man.” 31ontargis, by a short head from Walnut, 
which Avas siipisirtcd to win a lot of money. King 
Lud, Avliich AA'as by King Tom — Que Vive, afterwards 
won the ShroAvsbury Cup (two miles), and as a five- 
.A’ear-old beat Boisinl and others over the loiig- 
distam-i* Alexandra I’late at Ascot. 

.Next came the victorj’ of RoselM*rj' in 1876. 
ami it Avas left for him to lireak tlie spell that 
hail hitherto preventeii a Avinner of tlie Cesare- 
\vit<*h following up b.v taking the Cambridgeshire. 
By Speeiiluin out of Lidylike. he av;is uiism*<*essfiil 
in his few essays ns a juvenile and a three-year- 
old, and made his first apiM*aranee in 1876 in 
the Ce.sarewiteh, for Avhieh he Avas allotted 103 
IMunds, and in the liaiids of F. Ar«*her he Avon by 
four lengths, lM*atiiig a supimsed “certainty” in 
Woodlamls, a horse of tlie same age, carrying 
throe pounds less. Despite incurring a fourteen - 

I>ouml penalty for his success (making his weight 
117 pounds) lie Avas supiHirted strongly to win the 
Caiubriilgeshire, which he did .by a neck from the 
outsider, Ilopbloom, Constable riding Rosebery on 
the second occasion. The following year he ran 
twice, bc*ing beaten into second place for the Gold 
Vase at Ascot and unplaced for the Cambridgeshire 
with 126 pounds. In the latter race he made 

his last public appearance, and was sent to the 
stud. As a sire he got a number of good winners, 
including Lady Rosebery (which made her mark in 
three LiveriHiol Cups), Dalmeuy (winner of the 
Stewards’ Cup at GoodAvooii in 1885), Primrose 
II. (winner of the Manchester Cup in 1883), Ani- 
phion (which had a distinguished career as a racer, 
winning, among other events, the Kempton “Jubi- 
lee.” and seA'eral good races at Ascot, Manchester 
and other places), Crowberry, Yarm, Lady Prim- 
rose, etc. He AA’as destroyed in May. 1894, having 
met with an injury from which there was no hope 
of recovery. 

There have been few gamer or better staying 
mares than Corrie Roy. which AA’on in 1882. and 
she indicated her partiality for a long journey by as 
a three-.A*ear-oId winning the Jockej’ Club Cup at 
Newmarket. She had 119 iwunds up when she won 
the Cesarewitch by three lengths, and did e>eir 



better things in 1883. when she won the Goodwood 
Stakes under 126 pounds, the Great Ebor Handicap, 
carrying 138 pounds, and the Manchester November 
Handicap under 136 lamnds. These are, it is almost 
needless to say. among the best performances in 
the history of handicaps, and she rounded off her 
career with a victory in the Alexandra Plate at 
Ascot. Stone (’link upset many calculations when 
successful in 1886 at 33 to 1, and in 1888 the 
French filly. Tenebreiise. effected a triumph for 
Gallic sportsmen, and probably took more money 
out of the ring than any other winner hailing from 
the other side of the channel. In her own country 
she had been brilliant as a three -year -old, the races 
she AA’on including the Poule d’Essai (the equivalent 
of our One Thousand Guineas) and tlie Grand Prize 
of Paris, and, tliongh on coming to England, she 
failed to earn brackets till the Cesarewitch, she 
ran sufficiently well to show her three-year-old 
form had not left her. The 124 pounds at which 
she Avas handicapped was comfortably carried first 
past the i)ost. and on returning to France she. the 
following Sunday, was successful in the I’rix Gladia- 
tciir at Paris over about three miles and se\’en fur- 
longs. In the Cesarewitch the folloAving year Prim- 
ros«* Day won Avith the light impost of 85 iwunds. 
and brought off a good thing for the Findon Stable. 
pr**sided over by W. (4oater, ami though an objection 
was afterwards lodged against her on the ground of 
Avrongful ownership, it was ultimately overruled. 
Four years elapsed ere another four-year-old Avas 
enrolled as a Avinner, but Red Eyes in 1893 sliared 
the stakes with the three -year -old Cypria, as the 
result of a dead heat — the third in the history of 
the race, though the other tAvo were run off. Red 
Eyes was imicli exjiected to win. and started at 
6 t« 1, Avhereas alxnit (\vpria 66 to 1 Avas obtainable. 
Molly Morgan, Avhich started favorite, was l>eaten 
out of a place, but she found a shorter course more 
to her liking, and made amends by winning the 
Cambridgeshire at the next meeting, (’hildwiek and 
Rockdove won respectively in 1894 and 1895 with 
light imimsts, and the last-named compensated for 
a miss in the Duke of York Stakes at Kempton 
!>y her success, tlimigh to Avin with 94 iKUinds Avas 
by no means an illustrious iH*rformanee. l^haleureux, 
the Avinner in 1898. was one of the many horses 
that have been redeemed from the selling ranks, 
and though his Avi*ight, 103 pounds, avus easy, he 
proved his victory was no fluke by afterwards 
winning the 3Iam*hester NoA’emlH*r Handicap under 
122 iMuinds. At the stud he sired several winners, 
among them Signorinetta, the sensational winner 
of the IH*rby in 1908, 

The remaining four-year-old Avinners of the 
('esarcAvitch are associated Avith later dates, as 
to Avhieli most of the incidents :ire in general 
n*colh*rtion. and a brief refen*nce may suffice. 
They are Clareli.-iven (1900), Demure (1907), Yeii- 
toi (190S). Vcriiey (1910), Willonyx (1911), Fiz 
Yama (1913) and Son in I^aw (1915). Cl;m*haA’eii 
gave an opiMirtunity for Gilpin to send out an- 
other Aviniier, as did Verney and Yentoi for I^jidy 
de Bathe followml in the footsteps of Merman, 
though Yentoi Avas trained by Sam Darling ami 
not by AVebb. Willonyx is renienilM*red as a horse 
of the lx*st class th:it Avon under the highest Aveight 
(131 iMMimls) in the history of the race, and Fiz 
^'ama, which rcqircd a scope of grourul to shoAv 
himself to the best adA’antage, gave the fielders 
a turn when he scored at 50 to 1. — London Sports- 
man.

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selves recognized th:it this was a question Avliich 
would involve legislation. It was also clear from 
their covering letter that they appreciated that it 
was possibly not exactly the moment to bring the 
matter forAA’ard, Was it likely that the state 

authorities Avould, at a time like this, undertake, 
or even consider, a scheme which Avould undoubt- 
edly promote a great deal of adverse criticism, 
ami meet Avith very strenuous opposition? It was 
quite clear that their desire at tlie present time 
w.is. as far as possible, to aAoid any legislation 
of a contentious nature. That had already been 
shoAvn by the Avay in which certain other proposals 
for adding to the re\'eiiue of the country had lH*en 
met by the authorities. Surely it would lx* most 
unreasonable on tlie part of the Jockey (’lub even 
to ;isk the government to consider such a question 
as that at the present time. 

He also felt that this Avas certainly not the 
moment to bring turf m:itters into m*edh*ss promi- 
m*m*e, esix*rially in connection Avith betting. He 
ventured to suggest that to iiiviti* any <*oiisidera- 
tion of a question like tliat under existing eircuiii- 
stanees Avoiild be delilx'r.itely to play into the 
Jiaiids of the opponents of the turf. It Avas felt, 
and very rightly felt, that the governuient should. 
IS far as possible. eom*(*iitratc all their attention 
on matters immediately c.»iim*eti*d Avitli the su**- 
<M*ssful jirosecutioii of the war, ami for those 
reasons tin* steAvards could not rcrommeiid the 

Club to assoi’iate themselves at present in any Avay 
with a (iroposition siu-h .-is that now laid lx*fore 
tli(*ni. In saying that, he thought tin* im*mlx*rs 
.liould make it clear that tli<*y did not reiord a 
vote adverse to the system of (lari-mutuel betting. 
I)U( he sugg4*ste<l that their attitude should be cii- 
llrely uoii-coiiiiiiittal, ami that tln*y should inform 
the signatories tliat they would lx* prt*p.ired to 
diseiiss that question, or ix*rhaps it Avoiild lx* 
!x*tt(*r to say they should not decline to diseiiss 
that qmstion, should tliey (the signatories) on 

soim* future oceasioii Avish again to draw the at- 
tention of the clii)i to the matter. He added th;it 
in view of the fact that the sigii:itori(*s had cour- 
teously approaclied them in the first instam*e be- 
fore taking their ix*tition <*lsewliere, it Avas only 
right very briefly to revieAV the main points of 

tli«*ir letter. 

They apparently asked the club to consider this 
question for thre<* reasons: Firstly, they suggest»*d 

tliat the revenue jiecniing from a percentage on 
the gross volume of lx*tting Avoiild enable stakes to 
)ie im-reased and substantial prizes for breeders to 
lx* estaldislied. Then* Avas no doubt tliat stat«*inent 
was corre<*t. Tli;it Avas evidi nt from Avliat o<*eurred in 
other eountrii*s Avliere the system Avas in force. The 
.same applied to the suggestion that revenue Avould 
th(*n*by l>e availalib* for light horse lireeding. The 
imnieiliate question, apart from other considerations, 
was Avhetlier that means of obtaining revenue Avouhl 
meet Avith general approval. They AA’ent on to say 
that the principle in op<*ration could not fail to lx? 
of health.v and moral lx*nefit to horse racing. It 
was not quite so clear Avhat Avas meant by that. 
It AAould certainly he very interesting to hear the 
:.rguments wliicli influenced the signatories in ar- 
riving at that conclusion, and to learn from them 
the relatiA’e morality of, say, Chantill.v and Long - 
champs as against Epsom and Ascot, but they could 
defer that pleasure till some future o(*(*asion. 

They (the signatories) explained their reason for 
seleetiiig tliis particular time by iiuotiug tin* sup- 
irnrt AVliicli tlie Avar office had giAcii. juid rightly 
given to racing as the nuunstay of breeding, but 
he was convinced that. Avhile it Avas absurd to prt*- 
tend tliat betting Avas not an accessor.v of racing, 
.vet jit the same time it would lx* most unwise for 
the Jockey Glub to suggest to the state authorities 
that tin* continuance of racing alone Avas not suffi- 
cient for maintaining the horse-breeding industry, 
.nml absolutely to invite them to associate insepar- 
ably lx*ttiug Avith racing as a necessity before 
horse breeding c*ould be established on a sound basis. 
He suggested to the club that it Avas oix*n to ques- 
tion Avhether they would l>e Avell advised in support- 
ing such a proposition at any time, and that it 
Avoiild (if the members AvoiiId ix*rmit him to say so) 
lx* esp<*cially undesirable to put it forward at a 
moment like the present. 

For those reasons he asked the club to give their 
approval to the following letter suggested by the 
stewards as an answer to the petition: — 

To Sir Wm. Nelson. Bart.,

D<*ar Sir. — 

I am ilireeted by the steAvards of the Jockey 
riub to reply further to your letter (the receijit of 
whi<*h I _a«*kuoAvledged on Aug. 20) aeeompanying 
the pc*tition of bn*eders, owners, and trainers ad- 
dressed to the stewards and inernb«‘rs of the Jockey 
<’Iub, asking for an expression of approval of their 
desire to intnxliice a system of pari-mutuel betting 
to the raet*eourses of this country. 

I am to infonn you that the stewards laid the 
|K tition la*fore the Jtx-key Club at the meeting 
on Oct. 18, and that, after eareful consideration, 
the im*mlx*rs present nnanimoiisly agreed with the 
stewards in lx*lieving that this is not an opi>yrtune 
time to put forward a pn)ix>sal on Avhich such 
AA’idely divergent views would undoubtedly be ex- 
pressed. They are glad that you recognise that 
they could n<it Introduce such a system on their 
own responsibility or authority. They appreciate 
your consideration In coming primarily to the stew- 
ards and members of the Jockey (’lub. and since 
you courteously ask for their opinion they trust 
you will allow them to suggest that they think 
you AA’onld be Avell advised In deferring any further 
action for the present, without prejudice to a dis- 
cussion on the merits of the pro[)osul at a later 
date should you think fit to ask them again to 
bring the matter before the club,

The motion Avas put to the meeting and carried 
unanimously.

I am In receipt of your letter covering a letter 
from the stewards of the J<K*key Club. I beg to 
say on behalf of my co-signatories that we feel 
indebted to the stewards and members of the 
Jockey Club for the consideration they have given 
to the petition signed by so many and influential 
people connected with racing and breeding. 

The opinion expressed that no further action 
should be taken for the present will, I am con- 
fident. meet with the approval of all those who 
signed the ix>tition, as it does my own.
